WASHINGTON < U P I) - Unemploy­ 
ment fell to 7 6 per cent in February, 
completing a rapid 1 per cent plunge 
over the past four months that brought 
the nation's jobless rate to its lowest 
level in more than a year, the Labor 
Department said today 
The February unemployment rate was 
0 2 per cent beiow January s 7 8 per cent 
rate and 1 6 per cent below the recession 
peak established last May Joblessness 
has declined a full percentage point since 
October 
The employment 
report, combined 
with earlier news that wholesale prices 
had declined 0 5 per cent in February, 
lent substance to President Ford's cam­ 
paign claims that his conservative 
economic policies are working 
The good news prompted Ford's 
economic advisers to predict that un­ 
employment may fall below 7 per cent by 
the end of 1976 
But Julius Shiskin. head of the Labor 
D e p a rtm en t’s 
Bu reau 
of 
Lab or 
Statistics, noted in testimony prepared 
for Congress’ Joint Economic Commit­ 
tee todav that 7 6 per cent unemploy­ 
ment is still “ a high rate by historical 
standards " 
While total employment has returned 
to its pre-recession peak, he noted that 
unemployment has been reduced only 27 
per cent from the recession high 
**The reco very continues to be 
stronger in employment than that follow 
ing the severe recession of 1957- 58,’' he 
said, “ but weaker in unemployment." 


The improvement in February brought 
unemployment to its lowest level since 
December 1974. when it stood at 7 2 per 
cent 
Unemployment declined by 150.000 
persons to 7 1 million during Febuary 
while total employment increased only 
slightly to 86 3 million Most of the new 
jobs went to the so-called “ traditional 
breadwinners ’’ 
There were continued declines in 
joblessness among full time workers. 


white workers and heads of households 
In fact the unemployment for heads of 
households fell below 5 per cent for the 
first time since late 1974 
The unemployment rate for married 
men and adult women remained un­ 
changed Blacks experienced an 0 5 per 
cent increase in joblessness to 13 7 per 
cent while unemployment among teen 
agers fell 0 7 per cent to 19 2 per cent 
After falling 2 2 million, total employ­ 
ment has now returned to its pre 
recession peak of 86 3 million workers 
Most of the recovery has taken place 
among women Employment among men 
is still 700.000 below its high point 
Adult women also have accounted for 
most of the 19 million increase in the 
total labor force over the past year The 
labor force held steady at 93 5 million 


during February. 
Non-agricultural payroll employment 
rose 210.000 in February, capping eight 
months of steady increase 
At 78 3 
million, 
payroll employment 
is still 
490.000 below its all-time high set in 
September. 1974 
Agricultural 
employment dropped 
170.000 while nonagncultural employ­ 
ment grew bv 300.000 in February 
Manufacturing jobs continued to rise, 
but available jobs in the construction in­ 
dustry dropped by nearly 60,000 after a 
slight upturn in January Jobs in con­ 
struction continue to hover around their 
recession low 
Trade services gained 100 000 jobs, 
most of them in retail stories Transpor­ 
tation and utilities provided 30,000 more 
jobs

courtroom the «*xpert said the letters 
are codes for telephone numbers mostly 
of pav phones near the San Francisco 
apartment wher«* Harris and his wit«- 
Emilv were arrested 
Prosecutor James L 
Browning Jr 
sought to have th*- cards and Furgerson s 
testimony admitted at Miss Hearst’s 
hank robb**rv trial to show the Harrises 
trusted the newspaper heiress enough to 
give her their code 
Judge Oliver J

jurv despite vigorous objections by 
defense attorney Albert Johnson

Exxon to construct 
offshore refinery 


LOS A N G E L E S (U P Il 
Exxon Oil Co said Thursday it will build an of­ 
fshore oil refinery in the Santa Barbara Channel instead of an onshore unit 
because it could not meet onshore conditions imposed by the state Coastline 
Commission 
The commission Wednesday approved an onshore refinery in Las Flores Ca­ 
nyon. about 20 miles west of Santa Barbara, but laid down conditions that Exx­ 
on said were unacceptable and therefore left them no alternative but to go 
ahead with the offshore plans 
In particular. Exxon said it objected to a condition that would require a 
pipeline between the Las Flores complex and other refineries A pipeline was 
not justifiable on a cost-benefit basis, the firm said 
Before the commission meeting Wednesday, the Interior Department 
telegraphed its approval of the alternative, offshore plan 
An Exxon spokesman said the firm has the necessary permits to build the of­ 
fshore plant, which he said would consist of a 28,000-ton tanker with oil separa­ 
tion (Hjuipment on its deck It will probably cost about $21 million more than th<* 
onshore plant, he added 
There will he no processing of natural gas at the offshore plant and that gas 
will be reinject«*d into the wells 
Crude oil will he pumped aboard tankers for delivery to refineries in Los 
Angeles and elsewhere Exxon estimated production would begin either in late 
1977 or <>arlv 1978

Polish family assisted 
by 'letters from America'

For many displaced persons 
who sought a new life in the 
I mted States following World 
War I!, adjustment may not 
have been as difficult as it was 
for Frances Kudmrki 
But had it been easy the two 
brothers and sisters she left 
behind in Krakow 
Poland 
might not be alive today For it 
was money from letters pour­ 
ing out her loneliness and 
heartbreak to her sister Mary, 
that bought the fuel which 
warmed their homes and 
nourished their bodies 
Initially 
Ms 
Kudmrki was 
disturbed that 
her beloved 
sister would sell that first 10- 
page baring of her soul to a 
Polish newspaper 
"It was so personal,” she 
says shaking her head sadly 
* But I forgave her because | 
knew she was hungry too ” 
It was 1963 Poor and with ill 
health that added unpaid 
medical bills to their struggle 
for survival in a rountrv that 
seemed to have no place for 
them and their two voung sons 
hunger was no stronger to 
Frances and Zygmunt Hud 
nn ki 
Had all been going well it 
might have been easier to 
forget the bitter years that had 
passed between 1939 when war 
broke (Hit in Poland and the prc 
sent 
Of the actual horrors of the 
war Ms Kudnicki says, "You 
forgive but vou never forget 
As for her part in it she simply 
went to work one day in 1940 
and never was allowed to retur n 
home when tin- day was over 
The weapons factory was sur 
rounded by Germans she and 
other workers were herded into 
big trucks, then onto trains, and 
fiv e 
da y t 
la te r 
found 
themselves working in another 
factory in Germany 
All of Europe was in tier 
inanv" she says *’to work the 
farms and factories while the 
German |>eopli* were m the ar 
my 41 
In 1945 when the war was 
over, Ms 
Kudnicki went to 
Austria In search of her 
youngest hrothet Michael only 
to find tlut nine davs before he 
had been released from his con 
centra turn camp and was on his 
wav back to Poland 
She nei*ded shoes 
And an 
Austrian friend tirok her to the 
Bed C ross where Zs gmunt. who 
spoke five languages had t>een 
working as an interpreter since 
his release from concentration 
camps 
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Frances Kudnicki 


He informed her that he could 
only issue ration cards to peo 
pie who had been in r oncentra 
tion camps 
not labor camps 
such as the one she <1 been in 
F.ventually he saw to it that 
she got all the ration cards she 
needed and a year later they 
were married 
K udnirki'x parents had 
brought him to America in 1909 
when he was only a baby Later 
when they were divorced he 
and his father returned to 
Poland His mother stayed on 
and remarried 
The Hudmcki s decision in 
1947 
then 
was to join his 
mother in Detroit Hut when 
they landed on Feb 22 she was 
less than overjoyed to see them 
especially Frances, who 
could speak no English and for 
whom life became increasingly 
intolerable as the years wore 
Oil 
Aside from her husband, in 
all these years there was no one 
she could talk to, no one with 
whom she could share her feel 
mgs of loneliness, rejection ami 
disappointment 
In letters home, she 
pretended everything was 
beautiful because she didn't 
want to worry the mother who 
had taught her to be proud and 
k«>f*p her problems to hersell 
To somewhat e.tse the burden 
she carried within her, she 
began 
speaking ’ to herself on 


paper, "washing the paper with 
tears many times over ” 
It was when she finally 
learned that her mother had 
di«*d that Ms Kudnicki at last 
opened her heart to her sister, 
confessing that she was * so 
homesick it hurts ” 
Mary who could not unders­ 
tand how anyone in America 
could suffer like that, took the 
letter to a university professor 
who was responsible for its be 
mg published The newspaper 
requested more letters and she 
continued writing 
For th«- past 10 years, her 
monthly letters have been 
published in the Po lish 
magazine "Pm jacolka” (My 
Friend i 
Todav Ms Kudnicki realizes 
that those first letters were 
used as propaganda to dis­ 
courage others from leaving 
Poland 
As life in America 
became 
better for her. 
however the tone of her letters 
reflected that change 
Even through the darkest 
hours, she remembered how 
her on** desire once was to 
sleep in a white bed and white 
sheet I had th.it,” she says, "so 
that w.is the greatest thing that 
was ” That and "going to bed 
and being sure you're not going 
to have the door kicked in or he 
dragged God knows where dur 
mg the night,” 
The ensuing years were good 
to the Kudnu kis Her husband 
retired last year as a U S 
Postal clerk Son, Kugene is in 
the U S Air Fore»* stationed in 
Fngland 
And it was while 
sending the past Christmas 
holidays with their voung«*st 
son, Edward, at Vandenherg 
Air Fores* Base in Lompoc that 
th«*v decided to stay and

Physicians are requesting a 
$100 million-a war rate in 
crease, in part to pay for higher 
malpractice insurance costs, 
and suggest an additional $66 
milium would be needed next 


year to keep pace with infla­ 
tion The hikes would put Medi- 
Cal payments on par with 
Medicare fees. 
The California Medical As­ 
sociation also complained that 
for the last two years the 
Department of Finance has 
failed to spend $23 million 
provided by the legislature for 
fee increases 
Dr James M Richardson of 
Oakland testified. "Everyone 
wants and demands and ex­ 
pects quality medical care Tlie 
state administration demands 
it but at the same time makes

Responding to backers’ pleas 
that he take off the gloves. 
Reagan called the President by 
name Thursday and. for the 
first time, attacked his perfor­ 
mance as Chief Executive 
Meanwhile, a downhearted 
Birch Bavh withdrew as an ac­ 
tive Democratic candidate, and 
Sargent Shriver also was 
reported to be considering leav­ 
ing the pack Democrats Jim ­ 
my Carter, Henry Jackson and 
George W allace blitzed 
Florida, as Ford set today and 
Saturday aside for an Illinois 
swing 


"Despite Mr Ford's evident 
decency, honor and patri­ 
otism,” Reagan told a news 
conference in Orlando, Fla , 
"he has neither the vision nor 
the leadership necessary to halt 
and reverse the diplomatic and 
military decline of the United 
States " 


“That is the truth, and even 
those of us who like Gerald 
Ford as a person know it is the 
truth," Reagan said 
Ford’s 
trip to Illinois was to start with 
the unveiling of a cornerstone 
at Abraham Lincoln's home at 
Springfield 


In remarks prepared for the 
ceremony. Ford found encour­ 
agement in Lincoln’s reply to 
political attacks on his leader­ 
ship 
"I do the very best 1 
know how — the very best I 
can, ’ Ford quoted Lincoln, 
* and I mean to keep doing so 
until the end If the end brings 
me out all right, what is said 
against me won’t amount to 
anything." 


Reagan accused Ford of us­ 
ing "election-year rhetoric as a 


substitute for strength” and 
said the Soviet Union will ex­ 
ploit detente until a new presi­ 
dent and secretary of state are 
named 
A crowd of 2,500 
screamed and cheered when 
Reagan attacked Ford again at

Trustees of the Santa Ynez Valley High School District will join 
for a special meeting tonight to make a decision on the appoint­ 
ment of a district superintendent. 
The name of the successor to Supt George B Smith, who is 
retiring in June will not be made public, however, until next 
Wednesday night’s regular meeting of the school board 
The final of scheduled visitations to the communities of the five 
remaining candidates, chosen from an original list of 27, was 
scheduled to be completed by board members today 


Although no major single ac­ 
complishment stood out. “ a 
review of records reflects an 
exceptional financial stability, 
varied community improve­ 
ments and generally a well run 
district." 
These were the comments of 
Leo Mathiasen, secretary- 
manager of the Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im p ro vem en t 
District, in an annual district 
report which he had submitted 
to the five-member board of 
directors 
Mathiasen said “ Solvang has 
been well served by special dis­ 
tricts for 44 years, has and con­ 
tinues to be a tribute to special 
districts that provide basic 
governmental services and 
'grass 
roots’ 
government 
Special district success can be 
attributed to a district board 
and staff attuned to local 
needs." 
Mathiasen noted that the first 
Solvang special district was the 
Solvang County Fire District 
organized in 1931, followed by 
the sanitary district in 1946 and 
the street lighting district in 
1947 
SM ID , the last in the chain, 
was created as the first of its 
type in California by a special 
act of the state legislature in 
1951 
"Being a multi-purpose dis­ 
trict. 
it incorporated and 
carried on the responsibilities 
of the individual single-purpose 
districts that preceded and at 
the same time added a variety 
of new functions and services," 
Mathiasen said 
Among the highlights of the 
report: 
Annexations — No annexa­ 
tions in the district were ac­ 
complished in 1975 which left 
the area of the district at ap­ 
proximately 1.379 acres 
Although not contained in the 
statistics of the report it is 
noted that when the district was 
formed in 1951 it comprised 
about 300 acres, doubled that 
amount by 1958 and topped the 
1 000 acre mark in 1961 
Accounting and finance 
District accounting and finan­ 
cial records indicate than an ex­ 
ceptionally sound financial con­ 
dition was maintained during 
1975 The district budget for the 
l f 7 | - * 7 i fiscal ye a r was 
$420,532 70 of which $325.444 85 
is the general fund $70 750 35 in

$24 337 50 for debt service on 
general obligation sewer bonds 
of 1960 
District tax rates remained 


subject to provisions of S B 90 
which basically froze district 
taxes at the rates in effect in 
the 1972-73 fiscal year.

Understanding the arms bill 
appointment 


WASHINGTON 
Phantom billionaire 
Howard Hughes has an appointment with 
the Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion at 10 a m on Monda v But no one 
really expects him to show up 


The world’s most famous recluse has 
been subpoenaed to answer questions 
from SEC attorneys about the 1968 
takeover of Air West 
The SEC contends 
that Hughes and his 
associates waged a 
devioas campaign to 
acquire the financially 
tro u b le d 
a ir lin e 
Hughes o rig in a lly 
gave the impression 
he would pay $22 a 
share for the airline, 
yet he closed the deal 
for only about $9 a 
shan* 
An a rm y of at* 
tomevs. meanwhile has fought to keep 
Hughes from being interrogated about 
the deal This epic legal battle will be 
decided today ( Friday» in San Fran­ 
cisco 


F.ven if the judge orders Hughes to ap­ 
pear he is unlikely to obey lnde«*<1 the 
SEC lavwers are beginning to doubt 
whether he is alive and competent 
Therefore, they are hearing down on his 
associates to find out the truth about 
Hughes The SEC has sent interrogators 
to his attorney. Chester Davis, and to 
various Hughes companies, demanding 
to know when and where they last spoke 
to Hughes

we have obtained secret 
grand jury documents, which show how 
the billionaire personally called the shots

In the summer of 1968 Hughes sent a 
handwritten memo to his deputy Hob 
Maheu 
outlining his plans about Air 
West 
“ I urge you say nothing to 
<Nevada's then Gov Pauli Laxalt about 
Air West at all Just I guarantee the ser­ 
vio* without saving how " Hughes in­ 
sisted that the deal bo held “ tightly 
secret “ If information leaked out. he 
feared, the stock would shoot up tin the 
market like a rocket and we will not he 
able to afford a price to satisfy the 
stockholders 


Another Hughes memo 
this one 
dated Aug 6 1968 dressed down Maheu 
for assuming too much authority 
* Bob 
wrote Hughes cantankerously. 
what do you mean YOl R insistence not 
to pay $22'' lam the only one who refused

Several additional memos showed

guidance from you before I have to open 
my mouth 
The attorney was instructed 
to tell the CAB that Hughes would not 
run Air West As Davis phrased his in­ 
structions, “ I understand from \ our last 
message that my position is to be that 
(Raymond* Holliday is the chief ex­ 
ecutive officer 
who makes the 
business decisions * 


— The grand jury documents show that 
on July 21 
I960, Maheu asked 
im­ 
mediate permission 
from Hughes to is 
sue a public statement thanking then 
President Richard Nixon and the CAB 
for approving the Air West purchase But 
Davis objected writing that he wanted 
Hughes* views before making any com 
ment 


Hughes was reluctant to go ahead 
with the deal 
Predicting ' ‘economic 
depression which the nation is definitely 
facing,’ 
he pointed out that he might 
have to “ liquidate substantial assets ” 
But as solid evidence that Hughes was 
making the decisions, he wrote on Aug 
14, 1969 “ Here is my final decision re 
Air West I will contract immediately to 
take delivery of the airline July 1st. 1970. 
for the terms now agreed 
I am willing 
to take all the risks interposed by the 
condition demanded by the CAB ” 


Although these documents clearly 
prove that Hughes was in full control of 
his $2 billion empire in 1969. SEC in­ 
vestigators aren't so sure he is still 
making the decisions today But thev are 
determined, before ths case is closed, to 
find out whether the mysterious Howard 
Hughes still really exists

Weisberg wonders, and why did out in­ 
stitution cover it up ’ That is the real im­ 
port of the matter 


Johnson knew about the fraud. 
Weisberg so vs So did Gerald Ford, who 
was a member of the commission, and in 
fact enlarged on the fakery, according 
to Weisberg, bv deleting all anti­ 
government material from his own book 
on the findings W hen one brings in other 
in>titutional complicities, such as that of

legislative It is. on the whole, an attrac­ 
tive idea to recapture for the legislative 
some of the powers gradually usurped 
over the years by the Executive, but it 
makes the conduct of foreign policy, at 
the margin, difficult 
If the United States were the sole 
producer of weapons, the idealistic at­ 
tractions of slowly diminishing the 
world s supply of them are overwhelm­ 
ing Of course, we aren’t And the prin 
cipal alternative source for weapons, the 
Soviet Union, will distribute its weapons 
with customary political forethought. 
We are walking into a number of in­ 
teresting difficulties Take the Kennedy 
Amendment 
It carried with a nice 
margin Senator Kennedy added a provi­ 
sos forbidding the sale of arms to Chile, 
on the grounds that Chile is suppressing 
human 
rights 
Senator 
Kennedy’s 
patience he reported, is exhausted On 
the other hand. Senator Kennedy’s 
patience is infinite in respect of the sup­ 
pression of human rights in other 
countries We have written more arms to 
Yugoslavia than to any country in the 
world, and they have been suppressing 
human rights in Yugoslavia since before 
Senator Kennedy began his lifelong study 
of ethics at Harvard University 
In fact you know it. I know it, and 
Senator Kennedy knows it. that Chile’s 
salient offense isn’t that it is torturing 
people it is that it overthrew the govern­ 
ment of Salvador Atlende and thereby in­ 
curred the undying hostility of the 
world s left w ing press the most durable 
and most effective apparatus of power in 
the world Only a few months ago it had 
gown men — scholars, diplomats, poets 
and popes — jumping through its hoop 
against General Franco for executing 
five murderers 
The terriorists were 
merely the proximate cause of a renewal 
of the campaign against Franco that 
began the day he won the cm l war 
against the forces backed by the left

Are U z end Dick back 
together again?" 
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The very same day that Senator Ken­ 
nedy made his protest against Chile 
Amnesty International filed its report on 
torture in Uruguay The same day that 
Henry Kissinger exchanged pleasantries 
with the governors of Peru, who have not 
hesitated to use torture to suppress 
political dissent The very same day that 
Richard Nixon flew off to renew the 
delights of his association with the most 
systematic freedom-suppressors in 
history, the Chinese Communists 


If Senator Kennedy wants to stop 
sending arms to any country that sup­ 
presses human rights — indeed, that is 
«me of the grander purposes of the Senate 
bill — he had better quickly telephone 
Massachusetts and find out how many 
jobs are going to be lost this time 
around 
It would spare him the em­ 
barrassment he sustained a few years 
ago when he was forced to recommend 
the closing of military bases everywhere 
except in Massachusetts, where the 
climate is so propitious for military 


oases Senator McGovern had the same 
problem in South Dakota 
Congress is shuffling its doctrines so 
fast, it’s hard to mulct any coherence out 
of them 
First we have the Fulbright 
Doctrine, which announces that 
the 
United States has no proper quarrel 
against any country, no matter how ob­ 
noxious its internal policies, so long as it 
does not seek to export them Now we 
make an exception of Chile, as we did of 
South Africa a while back TTien we an­ 
nounce that other countries will have to 
look after their own frontiers: we’U sup­ 
ply the arms Rut now we won’t supply 
the arms, if we disapprove of the 
pedigree of the government. Then we en­ 
courage friendly countries to buy our 
stuff, not theirs But increasingly, our 
hardware is subject to interdiction, at 
the wheezing of Senator Kennedy’s con­ 
science 
It is an odd admixture, what we are 
getting into 
Half m oralism . half 
realpolitik. and increasingly, all of it 
bombast

California's judges and other select 
state office holders are definitely enjoy­ 
ing the benefits of what is commoniy 
known as the consumer price index 
In 1964, the State legislature started ty­ 
ing salary increases of judges to the con­ 
sumer price index increases The law 
became effective in 1968 and as of 
Septem ber

salaries of the chief 
ju s tic e has rise n 
autom atically 
from 
$34 (NX) to $61.609; as­ 
sociate justices from 
$32.000 to $57.987; 
superior court justices 
fro m 
$25.000 
to 
$45 299 and municipal 
court judges from 
$23 000 to $41,677 Thev 
are all expected to 
jump once again effec* 
tive Ju lv 1 to the 
following 
chief justice, $68.047. 
as- 
sociate justices. $64 044 courts of appeal 
to $6o 042 
superior court judges to 
$50 033 and municipal court judges to 
$46 032 
V\•* will all have to admit that those 
aren t had salary increases in a period of 


eig h t vears 
Governor Brown has proposed that all 
'»ate emploves take a $65 a month salary 
increase It is certain that he will run 
into a base 
legal problem because 
judges would be expected to rule upon 
the legality ot bypassing the law which 
sets their own salaries Since they have 
(m **n spared the inconvenience ot having 
to seek salary increases formerly set by 
the legislature it is not likely they would 
rule in favor of the governor 
Another big problem in solving such 
high saiarv increases through amend­ 
ment of th** law is the fact that a bill 
which would propose such a change in 
automatic salary hikes would have to go 
through committees dominated by at­ 
torney legislators 
And attorneys who 
are former legislators often become 
judges or want to become judges 
Another goodie that the judges have is 
the fan that their retirement system is 
also tied into the consumer price index 
Currently a superior court judge, for 
example contributes eight per cent of 
his annual salary or about $3 600 into a 
retirement package which is actually 
worth a minimum (rf $13.500 a year The 
state picks up the deficit 
\ Alan Post the legislative analyst, 
-.»vs that if live judge s retirement 
system goes unreformed, a retired 
superior court judge s pension will jump 
next vear from $2 831 per month to 
$3 073 while a comparable civil service 
retiree will receive an adjustment of 
about two per cent or $56 62 per month

I)ear Mr Crompe, 
As Mr Gideon so aptly pointed out in 
his letter last Friday (2 271, the number 
of teaching versus non-teaching staff 
members in the local school district has 
grown considerably out of kilter since 
the peak enrollment year of 6fU 69 Over 
the past seven years enrollment has 
declined 22% 
(14083 to 10935» and 
teaching staff has decreased 16% »565 to 
475» 
But non-teaching staff has in­ 
creased 21" (327 to 396) 
To translate this trend into dollars, if 
non teaching staff reductions had 
paralleled those in the teaching staff 
since 68- 69 there would now be about 
275 such positions rather than 396, At 
current salary levels this 30-3 difference 
would equate to a savings of approx 
imatelv $940 000 per annum 
Compare this figure to the $113-118,000 
savings claimed in conjunction with the 
closure of two neighborhood schools, 
which actually will net the taxpayers 
between zero and $15,000 savings, and 
one of the reasons why many are so upset 
over the Board s decision will become 
apparent
